Curiosities of Tree- Growth 

Some remarkable cases of natural 
[rafting have been observed lately in 
America. One is that of a sugar ma- 
ilc which has coalesced with a white 
pine in a Woodland of Wisconsin. 
The trunks keep apart for three and a 
half feet above the ground, whore 
they unite into a single stem. It is 
supposed that friction in tho wind or 
the nibblingof a deer has frayed the 
green bark when the trees were sap- 
lings and caused them to adhere. 
Other cases of white pines growing 
together have been reported, In one 
of them as many as four trunks unit- 
ing at a sufficient height above the 
grounds to allow persons to walk 
under. A veritable "bow-knot" 
ed by the branches of a'tree has 

to trunks — one of burr oak, the 
r of white wood, sawn up for 
>er— the antlers of deer were 
d imbedded. It is supposed that 
animals had caught the tips of 
their horns In the green wood and 
broken them oil. In the heart of an- 
other trunk of hickory wood a horse- 
shoe was found ; but how it got there 
is quite a mystery.— Cassell's Maga- 
zine.

The treatment of a snake's sore throat 
is not unattended with difficulty. The 
difficulty is as long as tho snake. 

Supt. Stephen of the Zoo knows 
more about the care of animals, snakes | 
and birds than any other man in « 
clnnati does. Be can tell at a git 
whether any of his Zoo charges 
well, merely under tho weather, ofl 
their feed or seriously ill. In the 
last few days he had noticed that 
the snakes had sore mouths and 
throats and could not eat their leguh 
rations of live pigeons and rat 
These delicacies are on the regular bi 
of tare at I l,e-uake cage, and it is a wi. 
rat that keeps out of tho Zoo. Rat 
by the way, are getting scarce out 
there. 

With the superintendent to see is 
act, and he at once made preparations 
to treat tho snakes. The keepers 
helped, armed with brooms. The 
brush part of a broom isn't a hi 
thing over a snake's head until he ci 
be caught juBt right, and his mou 
forced open. There are not many 
people who would care to fool that 
way with boas and pythons.

The larger snakes were taken out 
and their mouths and throats gargled.

This 
terror has his own ideas upon the 
subject of medical treatment, and re- 
sented the doctoring. Billv, the keep- 
who was helping the superintenent 
endeavored to hold the aft half of the 
ake quiet while Mr. Stephen doc- 
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When covered with these bags the 
snakes imagine themselves in the tree 
hollows and lie dormant until un- 
covered or very hungry, when thev 
become restless and wriggling. After 
the keepers had hung up the bags of 
snakes thev cleaned out tho cage and 
painted the iloor.

The 
worm to which we uow refer is said 
by Mr. Alvau Millson, assistant colo- 
nial secretary at Lagos, on the west 
coast of Afrjcaj tq inspire dread 
among the natives of that coast Its 
appearance is against it ; the worm is 
not only large— 3 or 4 feet— but it i>? 
either of a rich, raw -beefy color or of 
a lowering black, the difference of 
color being a mark of a difference of 



On one occasion a number of na- 
tives were collected together, when 
one of these giants strolled casually 
into the camp. The result appears 
to have been a rapid flight on the 
part of the nativea The reason for 
tho awe inspiring character of the 
worm is its reputed habit of suck- 
ing blood. It does not seem prob- 
able that the most recent results 
of zoological research are known in 
tropical Africa, but it is a curious co- 
incidence that this research has tend- 
ed to show that tho hue of separation 
between the leeches and earthworms 
is by no means so wido as it was at 
one time thought to bo.. This big 
earthworm of west Africa inhabits a 
locality that is remarkable. It does 
not, as do most earthworms, burrow 
constantly in the ground, throwing 
up castings, but lives in deserted hills 
of termites. — Natural Science.

MR. CLEVELAND TALKS. 

The Abandonment of Tariff Re- 
form 

Means Party Perfidy and Party 
Dishonor. ' 



r. Cleveland has addressed th<4 
following letterto Hon. W. L. Wilson, 
chairman of tho Ways and Means 

Committee : 

Executive Mansion, Washington, 
July 2, 1894.— Hon. W. L. Wilson 
—My Dear Sir : The certainty that a 
conference will be ordered between 
the two Houses of Congress for the 
purpose of adjusting differences on 
the subject of tariff legislation, makes 
it also certain that you will bo again 
called on to do hard service in the 
cause of tariff reform. 

My public life has been so closely 
related to the subject, I have so longed 
for its accomplishment and I have so 
often promised its realization to my 
fellow countrymen as a result of their 
trust and confidence in the. Democratic 
party, that I hope no excuse is neces- 
sary for my earnest appeal to you that 
in this crisis you strenuously insist 
upon party honesty aud good faith, 
and a "turdy adherence to Democratic 
principles. I believe that these are 
absolutely necessary conditions to the 
continuation of Democratic existence. 

:an not rid myself of the feeling 
that this conference will present the 
best, if not the only, hope of true 
Democracy. Indications point to its 
>n as the reliance of those who de- 
the genuine fruition of Democrat 
ic effort, the fulfillment of Democrat'n 
pledges, and the redemption of Demo- 
cratic promises to the people. To re- 
concile differences in the details com- 
prised within the fixed and well de- 
fined lines of principle will not be the 
sole task of the conference, but, i 
seems to me, its members will have in 
ge the question whether Demo- 
c principles are to be saved or 
abandoned. 
There is no excuse for mistaking 
isapprehending the feeling and tho 
temper of the rank and file of the 
Democracy. They are downcast un- 
der tho assertion that their party fails 
in ability to manage the Government 
and they are apprehensive that efforts 
to bring about tariff reform may 
but they are much more downcast 
.pprehensive iu their fear that Demo- 
ratic principles may be surrendered 
In these circumstances they cannot 
do otherwise than to look witli 
lidence to you and those who with you 
have patriotically and sincerely cham- 
pioned the cause ot tarifl' reform with- 
in Democratic lines and guided the 
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Every tr 
sincere tariff reformer knows that 
this bill, in its present form, and as it 
will be submitted to the conference, 
falls far short of the consummation 
for which we have long labored, for 
which we have suffered defeat with- 
out discouragement; which in iti 
anticipation gave us a rallying cry ii 
our day of triumph, and which in iti 
promise of accomplishment is so in- 
terwoven with. Democratic pledges 
and Democratic success that our aban- 
donment of the cause or the principles 
upon which it rests means party per- 
tidy and party dishonor. 

One topic will be submitted to tho 
conference which embodies Demo- 
cratic principle so directly that it 
cannot be compromised . We have in 
our platforms and in every way pos- 
sible declared in favor of the free im- 
portation of raw materials. We have 
again and again promised that this 
should be accorded to our people aud 
to our manufacturers as soon 
Democratic party was invested with 
the power to determine the tariff polf 
cyof the eountry . 

The party now has thai powe 
We are as certain to-day as we hav 
ever beon of the great benefit that 
would accrue to the country from the 
inauguration of this policy, and noth- 
ing has occurred to release us from 
our obligations to securo this advant- 
age to our people. It must bo ad- 
mitted that no tariff measure cau ac- 
cord with Democratic principles and 
promises, or bear a genuine Demo 
cratic badge, that does not providi 
for free raw material. 

In these circumstances it may well 
excite our wonder that Democrats are 
willing to depart from this, tli* most 
democratic of all tariff principles, and 
that the inconsistent absurdity of 
such a proposed departure should DC 
emphasized by the suggestion that 
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the wool of the fanner be put on the 
free list and protection of tariff tax- 
ation be placed around the iron ore 
and coal of corporations and capital- 
ists. How can we face the people 
after indulging in such outrageous 
discriminations and violations of prin- 
ciples? 

It is quite apparent that this ques- 
tion of free raw material docs not 
admit of adjustment on any middle 
ground, since their subjection to any 
rate of tariff taxation, great or small 
is alike violate ot Democratic princi- 
ple and Democratic good faith. 

I hope that you will not consider it 
intrusive if I say something in rela- 
tion to another subject which can 
hardly fall to be troublesome to the 
conference. I refer to the adjust- 
ment of tariff taxation on sugar. 
Under our party platform aud iu ac- 
cordance with our declared party 
purposes, sugar is a legitimate and 
logical article of revenue taxation. 

Unfortunately, however, incidents 
have accompanied eertalin stages of 
the legislation which will be submit- 
ted to the conference that have arous- 
ed in connection with this subject a 
natural Democratic animosity, to the 
methods and manipulator of trusts 
aud combinations. I confess to shar- 
ing in this feeling, and yet it seems to 
me we ought, if possible, to suflicieiitly 
free ourselves from prejudice tocnabl 
us to coolly weigh the consideration* 
which, in formulating tarifl'legislation, 
ought to guide our treatment of sugar 
as a taxable article. 

While no tenderness should be eu- 
tertaiued for trusts and while I am 
decidedly opposed to granting them, 
uudortho guise of tarifl taxatiou, any 
opportunity to further their peculiar 
motkods, I suggest that we ought not 
to be driven away from the Democrat- 
ic principle and policy which lead to 
the taxation of sugar by the tear 
(quit* likely e.\aggoratet>),in carrying 
out tltis principle, we may indirectly 
and inordidately encourage a combine" 
of sugar-iefiiiing interests.
